A Remarkable Case. 


The chisel imbedded in tbe lace of 


Charles C. Baker at Waynesboro, 11 
weeks ?go, was successfully removed 
Wednesday at St. Joseph's Hospital, Bal- 
timore. The operation was a delicate 
one and fears were entertained that the 
patient would not stand the shock. 


Mr. Baker met with the singular acci- 


dent while operating a machine in which 
were two steel chisels. The chisels were 
revolving at 1,200 revolutions a minute 
and Mr. Baker was leaning over the ma- 
chine. The chisels flew from their sock- 
ets with tremendous force. One chisel, 
-54 inches long, I inch wide and a quar- 
ter of an inch thick, struck Mr. Barker 
on the nose. The keen edge came fore- 
most and cut its way through flesh boce 
and muscle until the sharp end almost 
reached the vertebra?. So straight Laa 
the instrument come that its entire length, 
passed through the original opening in 
the skin, leaving no sign on She surface 
beyond a clean cut. The chisel could 
not be found after the accident, but no 
one supposed that it was imbedded in 
3Ir. Barker's face until it was discovered 
by means of X-rays. 


The accident is regarded as one of the 


most remarkable in the annals of suree- 
ry. 


Mr. Baker, after receiving medical at- 


tention was taken to St. Joseph's Hospit- 
al. He was treated and all of his wounds 
healed. Later he complained of a stiff- 
ness of the mscles of the throat, and a 
partial paralysis of the
